cauſe all ſuch Miniſters and Schoolemaſters, ſo nominated, appointed, 
and placed,to be pur into poſſeſſion of the faid Churches and Schools, 


who ſhall and may reſpe&ively take, receive, and perceive to their 


ownulſes, the Profits and Revenues belonging to the faid feverall 
Churches and Places, in as large & ample manner, as the ſeverall Mt-
